Rhodesia, Detractors 


By RALPH de TOLEDANO 
Much of what the State Department does not uTap up in secrecy 
It buries in the apathy of the Washington press corps. Policies and 
actions that should be periodically scrutinized bv the so-called watch- 
dogs of American public life are forgotten after the initial news 
stories. Only a sensational development arouses the zealous corre­ 


spondents. 
, 
„ . „ 
There have been no blood-and-guts sequels to the first flurr> 
of stones on Rhodesia. The pundits deplored its imilateral declara­ 
tion of independence—as if this were somehow 
reprehensible. All the cliches about majoritv rule 
were dusted off for use against Prime Minister 
Ian Smith’s government. And there were predictions 
in plenty that in a matter of months, Rhodesia s 
prosperous nationhood would colla te of economic 
I anemia or be drowned in its own blood bv African 
terrorists. 
Neither of these predictions proved true. De­ 
spite strong efforts at creating an anti-Rhodesia 
h\sleria, quiet lias reigned in that South-Central 
De loledano 
African country. The pundits have lost interest and the press corps 
sees no story because the bride did show up. 
Vet Rhodesia, as one of the pillars of sub-Saharan stability, j 
descries the attention of Americans. The State Department s in­ 
sistence on following Great Britain's stubborn and foolhardy lead | 
should be taken to task and it should be compelled to mend its wa ys.; 
Rhodesian policy, as made by Sec. Dean Rusk and the biiuhi boss 
of the middle echelon, should he reviewed and discarded if it has 
failed. All pointers would so indicate. 
Has Rhodesia collapsed? Dr has the United States missed the 
chance of finding a customer for its goods and a friend in the world 
at a time when this country could use one? The mass media remains 
sadly quiet on these two questions. That the United States muddled 
badly when it attempted to intervene in the affairs of another na­ 
tion scents not to trouble tho ubiquitous commentators. 
Today. Rhodesia is far from any state of economic or political 
collapse. The widespread unemployment that was predicted has not 
resulted from the economic sanctions “ imposed’’ by Great Britain 
and supported by a thoughtless State Department. The paralysis! 
of a griculture and industry that the British and the J ohnson admin- j 


istration prayed for has not developed. 
The startling fact is that since the impostiion of sanctions, 
the Rhodesian Gross National Product has declined only 1.9 per 
cent. This is not happy news to a country which, prior to Britain's 
attempted mayhem, was Living in a steadily expanding economy. 
But it shows the essenUal health of the country and the success 
of those steps taken by Mr. Smith and his government to counter- 
act the Anglo-American reverse imperialism. 
During the past year. Increase in the value of total agricultural 
production rose 1.4 per cent. But this figure is deceptive. Included 
is the tobacco crop which, the ‘'experts” told us, would never 
move out of the warehouses. It was sold and. ironically, British 
tobacco companies were among the purchasers—working through 
fronts in other countries. Rhodesia, in fact, sold more tobacco than 
it had the previous year, but at lower prices, lhis lowered the 
healthy over-all total. 
The value of mineral production also increased 
by 32.6 million 
pounds. And though manufacturing figures for the entire year are 
lower than in 19 65. prior to independence, the third quarter of 19H6 
showed key industries reaching new highs in production. This was 
a result of Rhodesia’s emphasis on manufacturing herself what she 
previously had » » ought from Great Britain and other countries. Ibis 
market might have gone to the United States. It is now lost to the 
world in general—and to Britain in particular. Prime Minister Wil­ 
son’s socialist government will eventually be forced to come to 
terms with Salisbury, but it will never be able to regain what 
Rhodesian home industries now produce. 
Though government revenue declined, the end of 1966 indicated 
that it was not forced into deficit spending, showing a surplus of 
2.1 million pounds. And the Rhodesian government was able to achieve 
this surplus despite an increase in outlays for health services and 
education for African children. The fear of widespread unemployment 
expressed to this writer when he was in Rhodesia in J anuary of 1966 
proved to be groundless. Among whites, employment remained stable. 
Among Africans, it dropped by 9.0(10—but this was more than offset 
by the emigration of non-Rhodesian Africans to their own countries. 
In short, if Rhodesia is not booming, it is holding its own. It 
is still a stabilizing force in Africa. And by its very existence, it 
has proved that the would-be manipulators in Foggy Bottom of 
national destinies have failed again. Ihis should be worth tin 
comment of the pundits and the analysis of the mass media—or is 
that hoping for tin» much?

The Doctor Says

Q — In a recent checkup the 
X ray showed that I have a hi­ 
atus hernia. What is this? What 
causes it? What are the symp­ 
toms? 
Is 
surgery 
advisable? 
Would lifting heavy objects make 
it worse? Can it rupture? 
A — A hiatus hernia is a pro­ 
trusion of part of the stomach up­ 
ward through a weakened dia­ 
phragm. It is often an unexpect­ 
ed finding in persons W'ho are X- 
rayed for some other 
condition 
and the possessor may have no 
symptoms referable to the her­ 
nia. Since it is estimated that the 
ondition is present in more than 
50 per cent of all persons who are 
over 65, age is a causative factor. 
Another is obesity. 
If your hernia is as large as 
your fist it 
may be 
associated 
with heartburn, belching or fre­ 
quent hiccups. Aluminum hydro­ 
xide and other 
antacid prepara­ 
tions may help to relieve these 
symptoms but they w'ill not re­ 
move the cause. 
An operation is the only cure 
but this is not advised unless the 
condition is causing more dis­ 
tress than you want to go on liv­ 
ing with. 
The symptoms are apt to be 
more evident when you are lying 
down than when you are sitting 
or standing. Heavy lifting may 
aggravate your hernia but not so 
markedly as it would a hernia in 
the groin. A hernia is a rupture 
(in this case a rupture of the dia­ 
phragm). A rupture of the hernia 
sac itself is most unlikely.

suggests, to doubts about the vig

The bank’s economists warn 
that

Like them. Dr. Macmurray 
lakes a most 
unusual 
view of 
the meaning of the word “ chas­ 
tity.” For him, as for these psy­ 
chological scientists, chastity is 
“ emotional sincerity.” 
And that is a notion which our 
sex-obsessed young would do 
well to ponder. Though it is 
much too much to ask them to 
believe it in view of the lasciv­ 
ious television commercials and 
popular song lyrics which beset 
them, it’s not going to kill them 
to think about that definition. 
Because to be emotionally sin- 


cere is to be as morally safe 
as we can expect to be in this 
world. It’s to be really “ hep” — 
hep to the difference between 
love for the boy friend whose 
kisses arouse delicious sensa­ 
tions in us and gratitude for 
those sensations.
